STREET ACCIDENT.

ACTION AGAINST MOTOR CYCLIST 

In the King's Bench Division, yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Dodd and Mr. Justice Samuels, 
in the case of Magill v. Brady, 

Mr. K. Dockrell (instructed by Messrs. Joynt 
and Crawford). applied on behalf of the de- 
fendant to have the action remitted for trial 
to the Recorder of Dublin. Counsel said that 
the case arose out of an accident which hap- 
ened on the 7th August last at Newcomen 
Bridge, Dublin. The facts were disputed as 
to who was guilty of negligence. The plaintit 
alleged that as he was walking across the 
bridge the defendant ran into him on his 
moter cycle. The defendant stated that the 
plaintiff told him he was knocked down by a 
trem, and that the plaintiff's injuries were only 
slight. Defendant's affidevit further stated that 
the adhident was due to the negligence of the 
plaintiff’. Defendant was driving a motor cycle 
and sifecar from Fairview, and slowed down on 
approaching Newcomen Bridge, where road re- 
pair works were in progress. e passed a 
tram car, which subsequently repassed him, 
and when on the top of the bridge his wife, 
who was in the sidecar. said, "I think that 
man fell.” That was the first defendant knew 
of anything amiss. He stopped and went back, 
and found the plaintiff sitting down. Plaintiff 
thought a tram car hit 
him, and that he would he glad if defendant 
took him home. Plaintiff was a goods checker 
employed in a warehousing company, and lived 
in a small house at Sydney terrace, off North 
Strand. Defendant was an engraver, residing 
at Melrose avenue, Fairview. 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Cochrane 
and Co.) opposed the motion on behalf of the 
plamtiff. 

The Court remitted the action for trial to 
the Recorder, costs to be casis in the cause,

DECISION OF COURT OF APPEAL. 

Yesterday, in the Court of Appeal, before the 
Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronan, and 
Lord Justice O'Connor, an appeal was heard 
from a verdict obtained by plaintiff at the hear- 
ing before Mr. Justice Moore dnd a jury in a 
case in which an action was brought by Dr. 
Philip Timoney, of Enniskillen, Chief Tuber- 
culosis Officer for County Fermanagh, ainst 
Mr. John Humphreys, Enniskillen, for alleged 
breach of contract in the sale of an Austin 
motor car. The plaintiff in April, 1919, had 
purchased from the defendant an Austin motor 
car, and alleged that it was at a fixed price of 
£460. The car was not ready for delivery until 
September, 1920, when the defendant, asa al- 
leged, demanded an increased price, gig; the 
price at the time of delivery, the cost of Austin 
cars having gone up by £200 in the meantime. 
Dr. Timoney meantime had bought an Angus 
Sanderson car, and the difference in price which 
he had lost amounted to about £215, and he 
sued for that amount. The defence was that the 
bargain was to the effect that the plaintiff 
should pay for the car at the price at date of 
delivery. The jury in the first instance brought 
in a verdict for the plaintiff for £100, but it 
appeared that Mr. Justice Moore sent the jury 
back, with directions that they must find for 
£215 for the plaintiff or nothing. The jury then 
found for the plaintiff for £215. The efendant 
moved for a new trial, and “the judge in his 
notes had suggested that the documentary evi- 
dence in the case was in favour of the defen- 
dant, and that the jury had not paid proper 
attention to it. The matter came before the 
Court of Appeal to-day, when the Court held 
that the verdict of the jury on the question of 
tne contract was correct, and in accordance 
with the weight of evidence ; that the dgcumen- 
tary evidence in the case instead of being 
against the plaintiff was in his favour. On the 
question of damages, the Court held that the 
irst verdict of the jury was a fair verdict, and 
that the judge at the trial should not have 
sent the jury back, and directed them as he did. 
Accordingly, the appeal should be dismissed 
with costs; and judgment entered for plaintiff 
for £100, and costs mm all Courts,

The defendant had no de- 
fence to this achionyg and the appearance we 
entered solely for delay , and he (Mr. Sandford) 
was informed, and heli ved, the the defendant 
was about to 'disnese ot ‘bi Farm of land, which 
he held at Ardarver, Fey Trrone, in order io 
avoid payment of -his debis. The auction had 
been advertised to be held en the 8th Novem- 
ber, 1921. The defendant had a current ac. 
count at the Omagh brapch of the Beifast Bank. 
ing Company, and counse! exhibited a cheque 
signed by defendant for £30,. payable to self, 
and a docket, confirming the balance of his ac- 
count current with the bank on 30th June,

bank. Mark Byrne, the defendant, in a replying 
affidavit, stated that the statement that he 
had no ‘detence to the action was untrue. He 
had a evel and legal defence on the 
merits, he said that he never at any time 
had a peda account with the mg or 
with any other bank, The dealing he had 
with the plaintifie was three years ago at their 
Petiigo branch, when he got £30 from them on 
a promi note. He 
fell due, and subsequen 
another loan of £50. He 
vertised his farm for sale, but he had also 
another farm, on which resided, and which 
he had purchased for £1,050, and this farm 
would be quite emple security for the amount 
for which he was sued. He never had a current 
account in the Omagh branch of the plaintiffs 
ank, and it was untrue that the sum of £148 
was due by him. Counsel further read an affi- 
davit from Mr. James Smyth, bank manager, 
Dungannon, stating thet he was well acquainted 
with the defendant, who signed his name in the 
specimen signature book on opening an account 
at the Dromore branch, and also signed voucher 
receipts (produced). The defendant was a 
farmer ont cattle-dealer, and frequently cashed 
cheques in the Pettigo branch, drawn on the 
Omagh branch. The full sum of £148 Ile. 8d. 
was justly due by the derendant to the bank. 

Mr. A. Clery (instructed by Mr. John 
0’ Hanrahan), who appeared for the .defendant, 
said that there was a great conflict of testimony 
between the affidavits in the case, and it was a 
matter for their lordships. whether bbe would 
decide it on a final judgment motion 

Mr. Justice Dodd said that it was no doubt 
a strong order to make, but the Court was 
satisfied from the exhibits as to the defendant's 
signature. The defendant had offered no ex- 
lanation as to how anyone could have forged 
is name or how the signature came to the 
bank, nor had he shown any reasonable grounds 
for a defence. 

The Court granted the application for final 
judgment, with costs.

TEACHERS’ RIGHTS DEFINED. 


In the Court of Appeal yesterday, before the 
Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronan, and 
Lord Justice O’Connor, an appeal was heard 
on behalf of the defendant against a decree for 
one shilling granted by Mr. Justico Moore in a 
case in whic a boy named Patrick Tierney, 
aged about nine years, of 55 Moyne road, Rath- 
mines, suing by his mother, sought damages 
for assault from defendant, who is principal 
teacher in Tranquilla National Schools, Rath- 
mines. It appeared that plaintiff was guilty of 
some breach of discipline in the school, and was 
brought by the assistant teacher to the defen- 
dant, who gave him some strokes of a cane by 
way ‘of punishment, The plaintiff issued a writ 
and the case was remitted to the Recorder of 
Dublin, who dismissed the action with costs. 
The plaintiff appealed, and it came before Mr. 
Justice Moore, who found that the punishment 
was reasonable, but that the defendant had not 
observed the rules of. the Commissioners of 
National Education, which provided by the Cor- 
poral,Punishment Book that the name of the 
pupil, the offence, and the nature and amount 
of the punishment shall be entered in the book 
ten minutes before the punishment waa inflicted, 
and he gave a decree for ls. but without 
costs. The plaintiff asked Mr. Justice Moore to 
state a case, which he did, the only point in 
controversy being whethe e failure to comply 
with the rules by making the necessary entry 
in the Corporal Punishment Book gave tho 
plaintiff a right of action for assault which he 
otherwise would not have had. 

The Court of Appeal now held. that a teacher 
had delegated to him the authority of a parent 
to administer reasonable chastisement to a 
child, and that the non-compliance with the 
rules of the Commissioners, which in this case 
they thought were more instructions than rules, 
did not deprive the defendant of his defence in 
the action for assaut. The decision of the 
Recorder dismissing the action with costs should 
be affirmed.

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The Chancellor’s Statement. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer’s state- 
ment of the financial situation yesterday 
holds melancholy tidings for the taxpayer. 


i He did his best to keep a stiff upper lip 


in the face of adversity, and a veneer of 
optimism coated his gloomy speech. Tho 


one great fact which emerges from his) 


remarks, however, is that there is not the 
ghost of a hope that the Budget estimates 
will be realised. The Chancellor's reckon- 
ing has been disappointed and the nation 
is doomed to another period of borrowing. 
Sir Robert Horne’s first Budget was a 
confusing document. It was divided into 
two parts—one “ordinary,” the other 
“ extraordinary '—and the public was un- 
able to understand exactly where the first 
ended and the ggcond began. The esti- 
mated surplus for the year, all told, was 
£177,000,000, of which £80,000,000 were 
ear-marked for the payment of sinking 
fund charges. Thus £97,000,000 were left 
for the settlement of war obligations, such 
as the railways’ compensation claims, and 
the provision of a comfortable fund for 
emergencies, out of which the Chancellor 
hoped that a tidy little sum would remain 


| to be carried over to next year’s account. 


This pleasant dream has been dissipated. 
The £97,000,000 have been swallowed up 
completely by the railways, the coal mines, 
and various “unforeseen contingencies. 
The £80,000,000 for the sinking: fund are 
not forthcoming, and the Treasury has 
been. compelled to meet supplementary 
estimates to the tune of £20,000,000. This 
last sum, according to Sir Robert Horne, 
will be covered by a saving on the expendi- 
ture side of the balance-sheet. Therefore, 
in all probability, by pinching and 
scraping, he will be able to make both 
ends of his Budget meet; but there will 
be no surplus of any kind.. 

Of course, accurate judgment is 
possible at this stage of. the financial 
year, because the last quarter is always 
the best, and there is just a chanco that 
the Government may not need to borrow 
more than about £60,000,000. Yet the 
outlook is far from bright. The estimated 
fall in revenue compared with last year 
was ©209,000,000, and the actual fall to 
date comes to £198,000,000. Income tax 
has been coming in very well, and Sir 
Robert Horne expects a great yield from 
that source of revenue between now and 
the end of the year. Under three heads, 
however, there is a heavy loss which is 
hardly likely ‘to be made good. In the 
first place, there is a fall of £65,000,000 
in stamp duties. Then “ Miscellaneous 
Receipts ’’ have failed lamentably to come 
up to expectations. Only £58,000,000 have 
been realised of an estimate of 
£158,000,000. Within this category falls 
Britain's share—some £40,000,000—of Ger- 
many s payment fer the Armies of Occupa- 
tion on the Rhine. France, however,

In fact, it has 
yielded some £29,700.000, and the Chan- 
cellor reckons that his final takings will 
not exceed £80,000,000, In the circum- 
stance the taxpayer may consider that he 
is lucky if the Government's borrowings 
at the end of the year are limited to

In fairness to Sir Robert Horne it must 
be admitted that the collapse of his esti- 
mates is not altogether his fault. No man 
coull have foretold the manifold disasters 
which have overtaken the British people 
since last March. For that reason he de- 
serves some credit for the way in which 
he has maintained the nation’s prestige 
before the world. This year £103,000,000 
worth of bonds have matured, and external 
debts to America and Canada. amounting 
in all to some £80,000,000, have fallen 
due.

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‘The Coal Mines. 


The Executive of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion met. the Prime Minister yesterday 
and pleaded with him to relieve the dis- 
tress of the rank and file. Many mines 
have been closed; at others the miners 
are on short time; and, in the few cases 
where the men can work the full period 
of forty-two hours a week, the wages are 
just sufficient. to meet the houseliold 
bills. The position of the miners is 
pitiful, but it is not more pitiful than 
that of workers in other industries, 
and the Government cannot take special 
measures to improve it, Mr. Lloyd 
George made that fact quite clear to 
the Executive when he told it that the 
£5,000,000 which it claimed—the balance 


of the sum granted by Parliament to 


prevent the miners’ wages from falling 
too suddenly to an economic level—could 
not be made available for distribution 
ameng needy miners. A further subsidy 
to the coal industry would add to the 
burdens of all. other industries. The 
miners and the mine-owners must work 
out their own salvation. High wages and 
extravagant prices have shattered their 
prosperity and they must make sacrifices 
in order to rebuild it. The most urgent 
need is to reduce the price. of coal. France, 
Belgium, America, and Japan are under- 
selling Britain in the world’s markets, 
and she must regain her export trade. 
At present the individual miner hews 
about seventeen hundredweights of coal 
compared with twenty-one hundred- 
weights in 1913. The discrepancy, it is 
said, is due to the shorter hours of labour. 
if that be true, the Executive can help the 
members of the Federation by advising

Corporal Punishment. 


The Court of Appeal has upheld the 
Recorder of Dublin’s decision in the case 
of a schoolmaster who was charged with 
an “assault” on one of his pupils by 
caning him for some youthful delinquency. 
The master’s right to use the cane was 
not in controversy. Mr. Justice Moore 
had stated a case on the question whether 
it was, or was not, his duty to enter 
certain particulars in a “punishment 
book ”. before he administered corporal 
reproof. The master had neglected this 
detail, and the Court of Appeal now held 
that the neglect did not vitiate his de 
fence in the action, on the ground that 
the Education Board’s requirements were 
rather “instructions ” than “rules” We 
are glad, however, that the Court has re- 
stated so clearly the fact that a teacher 
is authorised by law to administer 
“reasonable chastisement” im _ loco 
parentis.. Much denends, of course, on the 
qualifying adjective. This is » humani- 
tarian age, and any teacher who should 
take Orbilius or Squeers for his model 
might find himself mulcted in heavy 
damages. We suppose that the National 
Commissioners’ instructions are designed 
to give their teachers, 
and execution, an interval for quiet 
thought on the significance of “ reason- 
able.” The important thing, however, is 
the establishment of the teacher s right 
to apply corporal punishment. If he is a 
good teacher, he will not abuse that right ; 
if he abuses it, he ought not to be a 
teacher at all.. His possession of it, how- 
ever—with the pupils’ knowledge that he 
possesses it—is one of the essential sanc- 
tions of his office.

Crime in Dublin. 


Wne day of this week has witnessed 
two bold and. successful robberies in 
Dublin. On Monday morning armed 
men attacked a train at Milltown Station 
and seized a parcel of the railway com- 
pany'’s money. In the evening two men

took boxes, containing £100, from 
driver's platform. These are only 
latest outrages of. a series ; 
large sums of money have been carried off 
in a similar fashion during recent weeks. 
In every case the robbers have shown a 
disquietingly minute knowledge of the 
methods of the penalised firms and com- 
panies. They are as weil-informed as 
they are daring, and it is obvious that a 
clever gang is at “work.

CONNAUGHT RANGERS 
IN SILESIA.

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ALL SOULS’ DAY CEREMONY. 


“- 
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The town of Beuthen has, not without reason, 
been termed the heart of Upper Silesia. During 
the last few years it has been the centre of 
many extraordinary activities. It would be a 
mistake, however, to imagine that the scenes 
enacted within its bounds are, without excep- 
tion, scenes of strife and disorder; it is unfor- 
tunate that it is only these that come to the 
knowledge of the outside world, for it has also 
been the theatre of some moving scenes of 
order and peace. 

Among these must be reckoned the ceremony 
which took place on the 2nd November. 

Very few Irish readers, perhaps, reflect that 
in various parts of Germany lie buried, and too 
often forgotten, soldiers of the Allied armies 
who died during their period of captivity on 
enemy soil. In one of the cemeteries of Beuthen 
may be seen rows upon rows of these, our 
comrades, who did not survive the hour of 
victory, and who, far from their homes, fell 
victims to their hardships afier long and weary 
months of labour in the Silesian mines. 

It was a happy thought which prompted the 
Inter-Allied Commission to erect in this ceme- 
tery a monument in their honour, and io -heve 
it blessed with a certain amount of ceremony 
on All Souls’ Day. Unfortunately, for recsons 
unknown, the programme originally Jrawn up, 
with grand parades, firing parties, n.assed 
bands, and elaborate ceremonial, was “cancelled 
ut the last moment. Nevertheless this was rot 
aliowed to prison with the voluntary and 
spontane .pression of sympathy, with re- 
spect for Fá gallant dead, ‘felt and displayed 
by the Allied troops in the area.

At 9 o'clock a Mass of Requiem was ccle- 
brated in St. Mary Churoh and attended by 
the regiments of the 2nd Connaught Rangers, 
the 15th Chasseurs Alpins, and representatives 
of the Italian Army. 

Immediately afterwards a siriking procession, 
bearing’ wreaths, formed up at the French 
barracks and proceeded to the cemetery. When 
the wreaths had been deposited at the base of 
the monument, the chaplain of the Connaught 
Rangers, the Rev. i MacDonald, 0.8.i5., 
delivered a short, address to Allied con- 
tingents in their respective in the 
course of which he said :— 

“We have assembled here this morning to 
take part ig no ordinary or everyday ceremony; 
we have met to perform what I have no hesita- 
tion in calling two solemn and sacred. duties, 
duties which, perhaps, may not be untinged 
with sorrow, yet which at the same time can- 
net fail to afiord us a very real and solid satis- 
faction. 

“The first obiect is to bless this monument, 
this stone which has been raised to perpetuate 
the memory of our departed comra(®s-in-arms ; 
these men who, alas! did not survive to cele- 
brate with us the hour of victory, but passed 
away here in captivity in enemy soil far from 
their native land. 

Ay ound this monu ment there lie at rest the 
mortal remains of comrades of the three 
great Bc of the Triple Entente, men differ- 
ing widely in blood, in tongue, and in  na- 
tionality, but united here in the same 
mother earth, and united, too, 
fought for the same great cause and 
they professed the same faith.

When the Government’s proposals have been 
considered in detail, and their implications more 
fully grasped, aud when they have been vw 
slaiacl by Mr. Lloyd George, speaking from the 
standpoint of Great Britain and the mpire, 
the Ulster view may be modified, if not radi- 
cally ehanged.

EXPENDITURE ON LUXURIES.

WAR MINISTER’S 
STATEMENT.

Sir L. Worthington Evans in answer to 
Captain Thorpe in the House of Commons, yes- 
terday, said that since the Armistice the battle- 
field area inFrance and Flanders had been syste- 
matically searched for bodies at least six times, 
and as many as twenty times where the fight- 
ing had been particularly heavy. 

In approximately. 90 per cent. there 
wet no eurface indication. It was  pro- 
bable that a number of these invisible graves 
were likely to be brought to light during the 
work of reconstruction. The searching was 
most thorough, as platoons, under subalterns, 
systematically searched the whole of the surface 
of the area. 

The Army Council] hed come to the 
conclusion that this work should now 
cease, and had issued instructions for the with- 
drawal of the military exhumation parties. 
It was practically certain that, in view of the 
reconstruction and drainage operations, and of 
the clearing of the débris, bodies hitherto un- 
suspected, would be found, and that that would 
continue for years to come. i 

The owners and inhabitants were now 
resuming possession of their homes, fields, 
and gardens, and reports of the discovery of 
bodies by owners and occupiers must be awaited 
bfore exhumation and reinterment could be 
undertaken. 

Any bodies discovered would be reported to 
the local representatives of the Imperial War 
Graves’ Commission, by whom arrangements 
would be made for re-interment in the mili- 
tary cemeteries. In cases where relatives or 
friends could procure evidence that a body 
might be found in a particular locality, a 
special search would be made, if the Com- 
mission was satisfied that a good prima facie 
case had been made out.

EX-SOLDIERS IN ASYLUMS. 


Captain Loseby asked the Prime Minister if 

e was aware that on Ist. January, 1821, 
2,507 ex-soldiers were confined in lunatic 
asylums, that on the 27th October, 1921, the 
figures had risen to 6,435, if he was aware that 
bitter complaints were continually emerging, 
and if he would consider setting up a Commis- 
sion to hear complaints and investigate con- 
ditions governing the detention of the men. 

In a second question Captain Loseby asked 
whether the Prime Minister was aware that 
the treatment allowance on which these men 
depended was paid strictly on the oondition 
that they consented to being confined in lunatic 
asylums, and was refused in respect of patients 
treated in certain private institutions approved 
by tke Board of Control. 

Mr. Macpherson in the course of his reply 
said that the treatment allowances were 
granted, and the necessary cost of treatment 
defrayed by his Department in respect of al 
certified patients whose insanity was due to war 
service, and w were receiving treaiment in 
institutions, whether public or private, which 
had been approved by the Board of Control 
and by the Ministry. As regards certified 
Service patients, it was not accurate to suggest 
that any large number of complaints were re- 
ceived. On the contrary, the number was few, 
and had invariably proved to have been made 
on uneubstantial grounds, or to have been of 
minor importance. Asyltums were now visited 
by medical inspectors of his Department, and 
the Service patients personally interviewed. By 
these means he was kept in close touch with 
the conditions of asylums, and he did not think 
that there was any grourd for setting up a 
Commission of that House. He did not accept 
the statement of the numbers of ex-soldiers in 
asylums in January, 1918 and Jannary 1920 as 
accurate. the latter date the number of certi- 
fied Service patients was approximately 6,000. 
UNSUITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 

Captain Loseby—Is thore a single institution 
approved by the Board of Control, other than 
lunatic asylums, to which the right bon. gentle- 
man's Department can send ex-Service men, 
and if I can produce “tangible evidence that 
some, at any rate, of the asylums are highly 
unsuitable for these men will the right ae 
gentleman consent to advise the setting up of 
a Commission ? 

Mr. Macpherson—I think not. I have taken 
the greatest personal care of this particular 
braneh, and so far the complaints I receive aro 
always on unsubstantial grounds. J the 
House to remember the unfortunate condition 
of the mind of the man when he complains. 
Very often he thinks that he has a grievance 
when in reality he has none. 

Mr. Gritten—Would it not make a ater 
drain out of the financial resources of the De- 
partment to place large numbers of patients in 
private institutions? 

Mr. Macpherson—That is so. The State 1s 
behaving very generously, and rightly so, to 
this type of case, but I have consistently re- 
fused to mix a patient who is not certified with 
aman who is. 

Colonel Wedgwood—Why is the allowance not 
paid to men other than those in the asylums? 

_ Mr. Macpherson—If a patient whose illness 
is due to service has been sent to a private 
institution with the sanction of the Board of 
Control the Ministry pays an ellowance. 

Captain Losoby—Has not the Department 
definitely refused. to recognise certain private 
institutions approved by the Board of Control? 

r. Macpherson said that he would be glad 
to bear of a particular case. He knew the 
case that Captain Loseby hed in mind and was 
practically obsessed by. It was a small house

No grant is being made to Ireland from the 
vote of 5} million pounds for the relief of un- 
loyment. 

po ap TR are allocating £250,000 for 
forestry in England, Scotland, and Wales, 
£650,000 for land drainage schemes in England 
and Wales, and £90,000 for Scotland. 

In Ireland there is a great deal of unemploy- 
ment, the Bann and Barrow drainage ‘schemes 
are urgent, and no money for them is forth- 
aoming. Ireland contributes her proportion of 
taxation, yet is to enjoy no portion of the 
special grant. 

An Irish Times representative yesterday made 
inquiries on the subject in various quarters. 
The Department of Agriculture had no informa- 
tion as to any grant being available. It was 
learned that this was a matter for the Board 
of Works, who would, if any money were forth- 
coming, have charge of the engineering opera- 
tions, and that the Department of Agriculture 
would be asked only for advice as to the effect 


agricultural interests. 

As to the Board of Works, it appears that 
this department has no money for the purpose. 
The Board does look after certain works which 
have been undertaken for the benefit of ex. 
Service men, but matters affecting finance are 
under the control of Dublin Castie. 

The principal heads of the departments in 
Dublin Castle concerned are at present in Lon- 
on, and our representative was told that any 
inquiry in reference to the subject could be 
made ai the Irish Office in London. 


DOCKERS AND WAGES. 


OBJECTION TO A “ CUT.” 


An All-Ireland Conference, consisting of del-

ITS LIMITS AND ITS 
RIGHTS. 


NEW REGULATIONS. 


= 


The general principles which, in the opinion 
of the magistrates, should regulate street trad- 
ing in Dublin were stated in the Northern 
Police Court yesterday by Mr. Lupton, K.C., 
who, with Mr. Cooper, sat by arrangement fot 
that purpose. 

Several cases of alleged obstruction by street 
traders had been listed for hearing, and these, 
after Mr. Lupton’s statement, were adjourned. 

The parties interested were represented as 
follows :— 

Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. J. W. 
Davis), the police; Mr. Battersby, K.C. (in- 
structed by Mr. J. R. Stritch), merchants and 
traders in South Great George's street; Mr. 
Blood, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Stewart and 
Orr), Dublin Citizens’ Association; Mr. Lardner, 
R.C. (instructed by Messrs. Corrigan and Corri- 
gan), shopkeepers in the North Strand; Mr. 
James Brady, solicitor, the street traders; and 
Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, shopkeepers in Capel 
street. Mr. W. H. Norman (Messrs. J. J. O'Con- 
nor) attended with the Secretary of the Associa- 
tion to watch the interests of the Retail Pur- 
veyors’, Family Grocers’, and Off-Licence 
Holders’ Association. 

Having heard the several views, Mr. Lupton 
stated the opinions at which he and Mr. Cooper 
had arrived. They had to consider three 
classes of vendors—(1) The merchant who pos 
seases business premises and displays goods on 
the footpath in front of .them to entice 
customers; (2) pedlars, who offer their wares 
from the hand, or an easily portable receptacle, 
and (3), street traders of: flowers, fruit, vege- 
tables, fial, etc., who exhibit their commodities 
on stationary stands on the foot-paths or 
carriage ways. 

CASE OF SHOP FRONTS. 

As to class 1, goods, he said, may be hung 
up outside business premises if they ere not 
an annoyance or obstruction to the thorough- 
fare; they may be placed, also, on any space 
outside the business premises which, to an 
ordinary observer, is clearly part of those 
premises, and not of the footpath; and in door- 
ways if the goods do not project on to the 
footpath. Any considerable display ot goods on 
the footpaths for sale purposes is the growth of 
recent years. 

Pedlars (class 2) have a right to trade in 
public thoroughfares, but they must do 80 
without being an annoyance or obstruction to 
the thoroughfares. 

As to class (3)-—street tradera with stationary 
stands—-since a decision of the High Court in 
Ireland in the year 1876 the Police Courts have 
considered this form of trading permissible, 
but with a like condition as to annoyance and 
obstruction. 

In this state of the law applicable. to pediars 
and street traders- with stationary stands, they 
annoyance or obstruction, and what, prima 

, would not be such. 

Pedlars must not go on to the footpaths to 
dispose of their wares, or importune the public. 
STATIOMARY STANDS. 

As to street trading with stationary stands, 
there had always been areas in the city where 
this kind of trading had been carried on. These 
areas were stiil the principal ones, and they 
were known to many citizens, who found 1 
to their advantage to buy from street traders 
This trading in these areas was of mutual! aú- 
vantage. Of late years, however, it had spread 
to main business thoroughfares, and, in some 
instances, to residential districts; trading was 
carried on on footpaths, and unsightly stands, 
made of old fruit barrels and boxes, were set 
up on footpaths and carriage ways. If thie 
were allowed to spread to all the streets of the 
city great annoyance and obstruction would be 
caused, and, in their opinion, injury would re- 
sult to the citizens and the city. In indicating 
their view as to annoyance and obstruction in 
the case of street trading, they made - the 
following classifications :—(1) Streets which ere 
entirely residential, (2) main and busy « 
narrow thoroughfares, and (á other streets. 

In (1)—residential streets—-there should be 
no stands or structures of any kind.- If flowers 
were sold they should be disposed of in the 
same way that a pediar sells his goods. 

In (2)}—main thoroughfares—they thought, 
also, that tnaere should be no stands or 
structures of any kind, save, perhaps, at places 
like the Nelson Pillar, where there have beon 
stands for many years, and where such stands 
are not, ordinarily, in the line of, or an mter- 
ference with, traffic.

WORK OF A DUBLIN HOSPITAL. 


Speaking yesterday at a general meeting of 
the Incorporated Dental Hospita! of Ireland, at 
Lincoln place, Dublin, Sir William Wheeler said 
that if they had fate control of the hospitals 
all efficiency would vanish, and dry rot- would 
set in. 

The annual report shows that the expendi- 
ture for the year exceeded the receipts by £230. 
It also disclosed that the income wes virtually 
stationary. A sum of £756 was received from 
the Ballsbridge Fate, where the hospital had a 
stall. This money went to pay off the bank 
overdraft, which stood at £2,423 at the be 
ginning of the financial year, and was now 
£1,896. 

How the public benefit by the hospital is 
shown by the following figurest—Of 4,350 
fillings, 3,484 were free; in the dispensary there 
weré 4,443 extractions, 3,979 of these were loca) 
anesthetics, all of which were free of charge. 
Financial considerations compelled the Board to 
require all patients receiving local anesthetics, 
except those in necessitous circumstances, to 
pay a nominal contribution of Is. 

Mr. George Sheppard, Dean of the Dental 
School, read the report of the school, which 
stated that the number of pupils was 66, which 
slightly exceeded the previous highest record, 
which was 64 in 1915. 

ince the last report legislation had been. in- 
troduced by which m future no one would be 
admitted to practise dentistry who had not been 
trained at a dental school. The full effect of 
the change might possibly not manifest itself 
owing to a provision in "é Act. In deferenco 
to vested interests, exception was to be made 
of a large number of practitioners who had not 
undergone dental school training, and those 
would be admitted to the Dentists’ Register as 
dentists upon virtually an equal footing with 
dental surgeons. Eighteen students obtained 
dental diplomas during the year. 

In proposing the adoption of the reports and 
the statement of accounts, the Chairman, Mr. 
W. Cotter Stubbs, paid a tribute to the dentists 
and an@stheticists in Dublin who gave their 
services free to the poor and to the hospital. 

The Board of Governors for the ensuing year 
was elected, and Messrs. Craig, Gardner and 
Co. were elected anditors. 

Sir William Wheeler proposed the adoption 
of a resolution appealing to friends and sub- 
scribers for support for the hospital. He eaid 


with three alternatives—public support, 
aid, and closure. It seemed to him to be a 
commonsense proposition that, if the facts were 
placed properly before the public, it should sup- 
port institutions such as that. They did not 
object to State aid, but they would rather see 
the hospitals closed than have State control. 
As surely .as there was State contro! so surely 
would all efficiency go and dry rot set in. Re- 
ferring to the grant of £500,000 voted by Parlia. 
ment to tide the hospitals over the crisis they 
had been passing through, he said that Ireland's 
share had been withheld on the flimsiest possible 
excuse. 

Major Whewell seconded the motion, and it 
was adopted. >

BALANCE OF THE 
SUBSIDY. 
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MINERS’ REQUEST. 


Yesterday the Prime Minister received a 
deputation representing the Miners’ Federation, 
who urged upon him the advisability of utilising 
the unexpended balance of the subvention to 
supplement the low wages of the miners. 

The Prime Minister, who gave a sympathetic 
hearing to the deputation, said that the Cabinet 
had decided that they could not come to the 
aid of the coa] industry in the way suggested. 

An official statement which was issued yester- 
day afternoon announced that the Prime 
Minister, who was accompanied by the President 
of the Board of Trade and the. Secretary for 
Mines, received a deputation of the Miners’ 
Federation. . 

Mr. Frank Hodges presented the case for the 
miners, and set forth the wage position which 
now obtains in the mining districts. The Miners’ 
Federation expected that the unexpended balance | 
of the subvention—namely, £3,000,000—would be 
utilised to supplement the low wages prevailing. 

The Prime Minister, in his reply, said that he 
recognised the strength of the case which Mr. 
Hodges had put before him—the very serious 
situation in which many of the miners found 
themselves. The appeal had been fully con- 
sidered by the Cabinet, and they had come to 
the conclusion that it was not possible to come 
to the aid of the coal industry in the way sug- 
gested. The £3,000,000 had not been voted by 
the House of Commons, and it would have to 
be borrowed by the Chancellor. 

The proposal to borrow this sum was one 
which the Government could not make to. the 
House, and, if made, it was certainly not one 
to which the House would agree. 

The Premier reminded the deputation that 
the gravest problem confronting the Government 
was the unemployment actually existing, and 
said that costly measures to relieve it had been 
undertaken. There were faint indications of the 
revival of trade. It was not summer, not even 
spring, but he thought that the extreme rigour of 
winter was passing. Revival would only come 
by honestly facing facts, and would be retarded, 
and not advanced, by measures which added to 
the national indebtedness,

In addition, the following documents must ac- 
each consignment :—Consular invoice 
containing the quantity and value of the ship- 
ment, declaration of the shipper of food and 
drug products (attached to Consular invoice), 
insurance certificate covering war and marine 
risks from warehouse of shipper to warehouse 
of buyer, and also a pilferage and theft in- 
surance, the bill of lading, and a commercial 
invoice. 

The Armagh Chamber of Commerce has passed 
a resolution suggesting that the degree of 
moisture for the finest grades of Irish creamery 
vutier should be fixed by law, and should not 
exceed 12 per cent.

Srmm,—Mr. Grey’s reply to critics of his com- 
pany, made to your representative, can only 
described in the words of Gilbert—‘ mere! 
corroborative detail] intended to give ertistic 
verisimilitude to a bald and unconvincing narrTra- 
tive.” The reply of Dublin consumers is: 
“ Give us equal value in gas to that which Bel- 
fast consumers receive, and Dublin consumption 
will increase in proportion.” 

As regards “faulty and defective meters,” 
Mr. Grey’s statement that such meters were 
“ beyond the control of the management’ would 
appear to refer only to “ fast” meters, and that 
because the company do not seem to make any 
effort to control them. On the other hand, 
“slow” meters are quickly brought under con- 
trol, as the consumer who has had to pay an 
estimated amount can testify. Might I ask Mr. 
Grey if “new” meters iesued by the company 
are also beyond control? It would appear so, 
for two such meters issued to me recently, and 
in regard to which I took the unusual course of 
having them tested before fixing, were’ rejected 
by the official tester as fast, 

As Mr. Grey has so far failed to give me a 
satisfactory explanation as to how his company 
allowed such meters to be issued, 1 now invite 
him to publish the facta; and until such ‘explana- 
tion is forthcoming, or the Board of Trade take 
steps to prevent defective meters from being 
issued, I would strongly advise consumers to 
allow no meter—slot or otherwise—to be fixed 
by this company until a report as to its correct 
ness hag been received from the official tester. 

If the system of estimation adopted by the 
company has benefited even one consumer in the 
Dublin area, it is his duty to stand by Mr. Grey.
